ON ANNEXATION 


Inclusion of North Side 
and Druid Hills Seems 
Certain Under Third 
Compromise Proposal. 


COUNCIL CONSIDERS 
NEW PLAN TODAY 


Wesley, Northside Drive 
and Piedmont Would Be 
New Limits—4 Members 
Fly Over Area. 


With all five members of the char- 
ter revision committee agreed on a 
third compromise proposal, annexation 
of North Side and Druid Hills seems 
certain of success in a special meet- 
ing of city council this afternoon. 
Success for the movement was seen 
Wednesday night by Alderman Ed A. 
Gilliam, chairman of the committee, 
following an airplane flight over the 
territory proposed for addition ‘to the 
tity, 

After the flight, four members of 
the committee who made the trip held 
another conference and agreed upon a 
compromise which would take into At- 
lanta, if approved by council and the 
legislature, the rich and thickly settled 
lands along Peachtree road as far 
north as Wesley avenue, an area nar- 
row at the present city limits on the 
south and widening at Peachtree creek 
toward North Side drive on the west 
and Piedmont road on the east. 

Emory Excluded. 

The other parcels agreed upon in 
the compromise include Druid Hills 
with the exception of Emory univer- 
sity, and a small section to the north 
of Ansley Park. 

Councilman James L. Wells, mem- 
ber of the committee who was not 
present at the final conference Wed- 
nesday afternoon, but who attended 
the meeting prior to the flight, said 
that the proposal outlined in the com- 
promise is agreeable to him, provided 
the school ‘situation can be handled 
effectively so that childrén beyond 
Wesley avenue and around Buckhead 
ean still obtain schooling, and the 
children in the proposed addition to 
the city can be properly cared for with 
adequate school facilities. 

Councilman Wells said that the new 
“compromise is more nearly in line 
with the annexation plan he intro- 
duced in council recently and which 
was defeated. 

Alderman R. E. Gann, a member 
of the committee, expressed the opin- 
jon that the compromise effected Wed- 
nesday is the most desirable propo- 
sition yet made toward annexation, 
and said that he would exert every 
effort to secure its passage in council. 

Poor Land Excluded. 

“We have included only the cream, 
and weeded out all of the unimproved 
land in this new plan,”’ Alderman Gil- 
liam said Wednesday night. ‘That 
should do away with the argument of 
the anti-annexationists that too much 
bare land would be added to the city. 
1 believe that the plan which we will 
present to council will meet with more 
general support than was accorded the 
other plan Monday. The new plan is 
more conservative.’ 

The necessary papers for the intro- 
duction of the compromise will 
drawn up this morning, Mr. Gilliam 
said, 
proposed for annexation will be made 
up. 
The airplane flight was arranged by 
former Alderman William B. Harts- 
field, with Douglas Davis as the pilot. 
When the plane landed again at Can- 
dier field, members of the committee 
expressed themiselves as thrilled by the 
air trip, an prouder than ever of 
the city they had just viewed from the 
air.

BLOOD BY ChEMIS! 


Investigator Not Sure 
Whether Animal or 


Human Blood—Probe in 
Murder Continues. 


Columbus, Ohio, June’ 19.—(/)—A 
report from C. H. Long, a chemist, 


that blood stains were found on-the 


door jamb of the automobile and 
gloves of Dr. James H. Snook, held 
for investigation in the murder 
Theora Hix, 24, Ohio State co-ed 
and the release of the other man held, 
Marion T. Meyers, marked develop- 
ments today in the murder investiga- 
tion. 

Long's report made to County Pros- 
ecutor John J. Chester, Jr., said it 


had not been determined yet whether 


the blood was human or animal. 
Dr. Snook deposed Monday as a 


professor of veterinary medicine at 


Ohio State university, had told pol- 
lice that he injured his hand while re- 


pairing his automobile last Wednes- 
day, the day before Miss Hix was 


hammered and knifed to death and 
her body left on a rifle range near this 
city. 

Recommended Release. 

Shortly after Meyers was released 
from jail, President George W. Right- 
mire of Ohio State university an- 
nounced he had recommended that 
Meyers be dismissed from the staff 
of the department of horticulture for 
“alleged moral delinquency.”’ 

Both Snook find Meyers had ad- 
mitted they had been intimate with 
the girl. Investigators learned that 
Snook and Miss Hix had shared a 


room in an apartment house here for 


several months. 


The prosecutor said today that he 


put little belief in the tmneory that 
a woman, might have committed the 
erime. He also said that he believed 
Mevers knew more than he had told 
but he was convinced that Meyers had 
no actual connection with the slay- 
ing. 
Gets Long Questioning. 

Chester subjected Snook to a 

lengthy questioning this afternoon and 


later said he had instructed the coun- 


ty grand jury to return Friday, but 


he did not know definitely whether 


he would take any action at that 
time.

ONE MAN KILLED 
AND SCORES HURT 
AS TRAINS CRASH 


New York, June 19.—(4)—One 
a guard, was ‘killed, and 
scores of persons were injured, two 
of them seriously, tonight in a rear 
end collision between a Sixth avenue 
and a Ninth avenue elevated train 
on the Interborough Rapid Transit 
elevated structure between West 112th 
and West 113th streets. 

The Ninth avenue train, made up 
of five cars, had stopped three blocks 
above the high curve at 110th street, 
known locally as “death curve” be- 
cause of the number of persons who 
have jumped from it. and was wait- 
ing to pull into the 116th street sta- 
tion 

Passengers said the train had wait- 
e about three minutes when the 
seven-car Sixth avenue train crashed 
into it. The force of the crash caused 
the fourth and fifth cars of the Sixth 
avenue train to buckle and smashed 
the two platforms.

PLAN TO BENEFIT 
COTTON GROWERS 


Witness Says Higher Rate 
on Jute Would Open 
Market for Additional 
Million Bales of Cotton. 


Washington, June 19.—(4)—Dissat- 
isfied with the increased duties grant- 
ed many agricultural products in the 
house tariff bill, representatives of the 
major farm organizations of the coun- 
try launched a movement before a sen- 
ate finance sub-committee today to 
obtain higher protective rates. 

While witnesses for the American 
Farm Bureau Federation waited to 
present pleas for additional increases 
on a score or more of farm products, 
representatives of the National Co- 
operative Milk Producers’ Federation 
urged the sub-committee on agricul- 
ture to provide rates higher than 
those proposed in the bill on milk, 
cream, butter, cheese and all other 
kinds of milk and milk products, in- 
cluding casein, 

The proposed duty of $1.25 a thou- 
sand on common building brick, now 
on the free list and against which 
there has been considerable protest 
since enactment of the house bill, 


found support before another sub- 
committee, although importers and 
domestic manufacturers renewed their* 
clash over the proposed rate of 8 
cents a hundred pounds on cement. 

In urging reasonable protection for 
the brick manufacturers, Senator 
Copeland, democrat, New York, de- 


Clared 21 of 53 plants in the Hudson 


river district had closed because of 
the increased competition from Bel- 
gian imports. 

William Richardson, of Philadel- 
phia, representing cement importers, 
declared American producers already 
have a monopoly on 98 1-2 per cent 
of the domestic business and the house 
rate provided a complete embargo. 

Frederick W. Kel fier, New ork, 
representing domestic manufacturers, 
denied an assertion by Richardson 
that there was an agreement among 
the producers to fix prices and called 
attention to a supreme court decision 
which he said “practically cleared” 
them of charges of monopoly. 

Kelley contended it was not fair 
for opponents of the proposed duty 
to use as an argument the fact that 
imports amounted to only one and 
one-half per cent of total production, 
because high transportation costs 
made seaboard manufacturers bear the 
brunt of the foreign competition. On 
this basis, he said, the imports rep- 
resented about 10 per cent. 

The same sub-committee heard pro- 
tests against the proposed increases 
on building tiles. Louis Golden, New 
York, on behalf of importers, testi- 
fied the house rates would give the 
domestic producers a complete mo 
nopoly. They already dominated in- 
terior markets, he said. 

Chester H. Gray, of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, told an- 


on jute and jute yarns, 
coverings would open a market for 
1,000,000 additional bales of Ameri- 
can cotton. 

After Senator Ringham, republican, 
Connecticut, observed that farmers 
would have to pay an additional $35,- 
000,000 if they used cotton instead 
of jute bags for baling, Gray said 
cotton would last longer and the out- 
lay in the long run would not be more 
than that for the jute covering. 

So many witnesses converged on 
the three sub-committees in session 
during the day that Senator Smoot, 
republican, Utah, warned that unless 
various groups appearing on the same 
item with similar pleas agreed upon 
one witness the committees “‘would be 
here. until next December.”

Washington, June 19.—(/)—With 
a sigh of relief from their members, 
the two houses of congress closed 
their doors today for a summer holi- 
day. 

Many senators and representatives 
had anticipated the action, however, 
and there were numerous vacant seats 
when the gavels of the presiding of- 
ficers ended the first meeting of the 
new congress. 

House members were strewn from 
Maine to California and the leaders 
had to delay action on one piece of 
legislation for 20 minutes until they 
could ‘round up enough of those who 
had not left Washington to piece out 
a quorum. In the senate debate ran 
along in somewhat the fashion of a 
belligerent private conversation with 
but a handful of senators at their 
desks at times. 

Of those who remained in the city, 
many had reservations to leave on 
night trains and others remained at 
their residences to pack for early de- 
parture tomorrow. 

So far as oratory was concerned, 
the last day was typical for the sen- 
ate. Various “members” seized the 
chance to express themselves on pet 
topics, invariably meeting spirited re- 
joinders from those of different views. 
On occasion the chamber was fairly 
well filled, especially while prohibi- 


tion was being disputed. 

In the house, the session contrasted 
with those of many previous closing 
days in that a piece of controversial 
legislation brought many members to 
the floor. Usually the last day finds 
the house calender virtually cleared 
fom such measures, and many tele- 
grams had been sent out during the 
last twenty-four hours to call back to 
the city enough members to supply a 
quorum if it should be needed.

2 MEN ARE SLAIN

BISHOP CANNON 
CALLED “MODEST” 
STOCK PLUNGER”

ill say that books of the alleged 
Cook rae brokerage firm of Kable & 
Co. disclosed that Bishop James Can- 
non, Jr., of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, “was a modest plunger 
in the stock market.” 

The books indicate that between 
August 14, 1927, and April 30, 1928, 
Bishop Cannon ran $2,500 in cash up 
to $11,356.43, but the crash of the 
firm 15 months ago caused him to lose 


both the money he had put in and the 
profits. His biggest day on the mar- 
ket, according to the booxs, was April 
10, 1928, on which he sold $75,078 
worth of stocks and bought $58,353 
worth. 

The bishop has laid no complaint 
before United States Attorney Charles 
H. Tuttle and has made no claim 
against the bankrupt firm.

His sole bit of evidence, a note 
found in the garments of his dead wife, 
branded a forgery by the police, the 
state Wednesday moved for immediate 
indictment and early trial of Sam R. 
Aiken confessed .sfayer of Mrs. Aiken 
and Boyce Hunter, who he claimed 
wrecked his home. 

Solicitor-General John A. Boykin 
announced that he had drawn two true 
bills charging murder for presentation 
to the grand jury Friday and that he 
had summoned all of the witnesses to 
the fatal shooting of Mrs. Aiken and 
Hunter at the Aiken’s Cooper street 
home Tuesday morning. 

Detectives Stephens and Taylor, in 
charge of the police investigation of 
the double murder announced after a 
long study of the note found in Mrs. 
Aiken's garments and two others 
handed by the slayer to relatives fol- 
lowing the shooting that they were 
certain that all of the notes were by 
the same hand. The one found on 
Mrs. Aiken urged someone to “be cate- 
ful as Sam is on to us.” By it, it 
was expected Aiken would attempt to 
establish a motive for justifiable homi- 
cide. 

The police Wednesday 
their investigation of reports that 
Aiken and Hunter had a “run in” over 
a liquor deal, but as yet admitted 
they have not found enough tangible 
evidence to warrant establishing that 
as a motive for the slaying of the man. 
They have not established a motive 
for the slaying of the woman, they 
admitted.

Washington, June 19.— (4) — 
Representative Clancy, republican, 
Michigan, today proposed repeal of 
the 18th amendment by constitutional 
amendment, in a joint resolution pre- 
sented in the house. At the same 
time he introduced three other méas- 
ures designed to modify prohibition 
laws and enforcement. 

One proposal would amend the Vol- 
stead law to legalize the manufacture, 
sale and transportation of beverages 
containing as much as 2.75 per cent 
alcohol. 

Another seeks to prevent “wire- 
tapping” by making it a felony when 
employed by federal officials and by — 
making evidence obtained in this man- 
ner inadmissable in court as evidence. 
The third measure would call for 
the suspension of any federal prohibi- 
tion officer “when the preponderance 
of testimony adduced from witnesses” 
shows he ig guilty of killing or wound- 
ing an innocent person, The bill would 
make the suspension effective until 
lL. had proven his innocence and 
would make him provide his own legal 
counsel, 

An amendment to the presidential 
request for the joint commission pre- 
sented by Senator Hawes, democrat, 
Missouri, asked that the commission 
also investigate “official misconduct 
of prohibition enforcement officers and 
report the number of men, women 
and children wounded or killed on land 
or sea in enforcing prohibition.” 

Prohibition outbursts reverberated 
again today in legislative and executive 
branches of the government, attention 
being devoted chiefly to the Hoover 
law enforcement commission and 
shootings by dry officers.

MONEY BILL PASSED 
BY FLORIDA HOUSE 


Tallahassee, Fla., June 19.—(/)— 
The house of representatives passed 
the general appropriation bill, 49 to 
29, tonight, on a reconsidered vote, 20 
minutes after it had voted, 43 to 40, 
not to pass the measure. 

The appropriation bill was passed 
after pleas had been made from the 
floor of the house for reconsidering 
of the vote which had killed the meas- 
ure, 

Numerous representatives urged the 
passage of the measure in order to 
send it to the senate for concurrence 


in house amendments in time to avert 
a second extraordinary session. 

The pleas for passage of the meas- 
ure were led by Representatives Gil- 
lis, Walton, and Fullerton, Volusia. 
Many representatives who had voted 
against the measure, however, stated 
that they would not alter their previ- 
ous stand because they did not believe 
it had received sufficient house con- 
sideration.

A few weeks ago died a woman, 
Madame Severine, who was at one time 
one of the deminant figures in Pari- 
sian journalism.

Captain Alfred Dreyfus, when he was 
condemned for treason. She believed 
in Dreyfus’ innocence “from the first 
hour,” and she championed his cause 


throughout the stormy peried of .the 
“affaire” until Dreyfus was complete- 
ly rehabilitated 12 years . after his 
degradation. The Paris papers re- 
marked on the fact that Dreyfus was 
not present at Madame Severine’s fu- 
neral. Was it ingratitude? “They 
didn’t know. It was also recalled that 
Dreyfus refused to take part in the 
Sacco-Vanzetti agitation two years 
ago. Why, so the left wing papers 
ask, does he not show himself oftener 
—why is he, the victim of a great in- 
justice, not. to be found in the fore- 
front of the champions of justice at 
all times?

WAR DEBT PAYMENT 


OF FRANCE DELAYED 


Washington, June 19.—(4)—The 
resolution proposing postponement in 
the maturity date of the $400,000,000 
war supplies debt of France from Au- 
gust 1 to May 1 was adopted today 
by both the senate and house, but the 
latter branch adjourned before Speak- 
er Longworth could officially affix 
his signature, 

Nevertheless the opinion was held 
tonight by Chairman Smoot, of the 
senate finance committee, and treas- 
ury officials that President Hoover 
would be warranted in postponing the 
maturity date, as authorized by the 
resolution in the event France mean- 
while ratifies its war debt settlement 
with this country. | 

The senate qualified its approval 
bf the French debt proposition with 
the adoption of a separate agreement 
advanced by Senator Howell, repub- 
lican, Nebraska, calling attention to 
the terms of the French-American 
debt settlement. The resolution noted 
that the pending war debt settlement 
provided for cancellation of the war 
supplies debt of France and allowed 
that country an interest rate of 2.18 
per cent on its $4,230,777,000 debt. 

Howell remarked that while Amer- 
i¢a had been charged with “acting 
like Shylock” in the collection of its 
war debt, France was actually “pay- 
ing only enough to take care of the 
interest at 2 1-4 per cent.” |

Lindbergh made his first public ap- 
pearance as a husband and provider 
today when he arrived here “on the 
job” as a trustee of the Guggenheim 
Aeronautics fund to see the beginning 
of the fund’s $150,000 “safe airplane” 
competition. 

His bride of less than a month, the 
former Anne Spencer Morrow, ar- 
rived at the field with him. And they 
had not been here long before they 
took their first “duo” flight together 
since courtship days in Mexico City. 

Lindy Goes up First. 

Lindbergh went up alone first, how- 
ever. He was giving out an interview 
in the field offices when he saw 
through a window a Brunner-Winkle 
monoplane, the first entry to be test- 
ed in the competition, being wheeled 
from a hangar. That terminated the 
interview. * In a few moments, Lind- 


bergh, hatless and goggleless, was cir- 
cling the field in the new plane, while 


Mrs. Lindbergh gazed steadily upward 
from an automobile. ' 
He descended after a_ fi¥e-minute 


flight and hurried to the car, where @ 
domestic consultation took place. The 
result of this was soon apparent. 
Lindbergh borrowed leather jackets, 
helmets, goggles and parachutes. He 
ked his bride up and deposited her 
in a Curtiss Falcon two-seater and ad- 
justed her parachute. A moment 
later, his own chute flapping against 
his back, he climbed in and they were 
off. ‘They took only a short flight, 
about 15 minutes. 

Both the newly-weds were deeply 
bronzed from their cruiser honeymoon 
along the Maine coast. Lindbergh 
wore a blue suit, soft shirt and red 
tie and carried a grey felt hat. Mrs. 
Lindbergh wore a summery frock of 

ale blue and white and a-small, pale 
lue hat.

They made no effort to conceal their 
happiness and high spirits, and even 
posed for photographers beside a plane.

States. 


Francis W. Clarke, managing editor, was assigned to make the 
trip for The Constitution, and today this paper publishes the thir- 
teenth of a series of articles from Mr. Clarke, which will include his 
trip to the Orient and back.

from Nara, Japan. | 

Nara Japan, June 19.—The con- 
trasts which meet the eye as you ride 
along the streets of the cities and the 


country roads of Japan—buildings | 


and customs separated by 15 centuries 


standing side by side in the twentieth 
century. 

Motor along the broad boulevards of 
Tokyo and as you look ahead or be- 
hind you, as far as the eye can see 
there aré magnificent buildings of 
American architecture, clanging street 
cars and speeding automobiles. You 
are in the midst of 1929 at its best. 

Look to the left or the right, down 
the cross streets, and you are a thou- 
sind years’ back in history. Narrow 
streets, scarcely more than alleyways, 
rows upon rows of tiny buildings of 
the same architecture as was used in 
the days of the Samurai, rickashas and 
teeming thousands of men, women, 
children and dogs. 

Go out into the country and in the 
flooded rice fields will be 
Japanese farmers, their wives, larger 
children and oxen, at work on the 
harvest, up to their knees in water 
and muck. Glance overhead and there 
will be seen the network of power 
and telephone lines which stretch over 
the face of Japan. Look to one side 
and you will in all probability see a 
modern electric train of many coaches 
whizzing by. 

Surely the age-old gods of Nippon 
must be amazed at the transformas 
tion—and no doubt enraged as well, 
for even to an occidental it is sad 
to see such of the customs and archi- 
tecture as were beautiful disappear- 
ing before the march of modern devel- 
onment. 

A strange country, this Japan, hard 
in some respects for an American to 
understand. For instance, the reason 
for the somewhat apologetic statement 
of a citizen of Nagoyo that the shrine 
in that city was ‘“‘new,” having been 
standing only 250 years, could hardly 
be appreciated by the members of the 
party of American journalists until 
today when in this city they stood 
within the gates of the shrine which 
has been standing for more than 14 
centuries.

be that a building as old as America 
could be “new.” 

More contrasts greet you when you 
enter one of the typically modern de- 
pots, board a train of a dozen 
coaches, drawn by monster electric 
engines and go rushing across a coun- 
tryside filled not with great farms, 
but cut up into tiny patches in which 
every couceivable kind of food stuff is 
growing. 
American farm would be of about the 
same comparative size as_ the 50-foot 
beds of the Japanesé farmer. : 

The magnificent double-track roai- 
bed from Tokyo to Nikko, Japan's 
most noted shrine, runs alongside a 
road bordered with giant cedar trees 
many centuries old. As you speed 
along at ease among the comforts of 
a typical modern parlor car, you can 
see crawling along the highway only 
a few feet away, ox-drawn two-wheel 
carts which might have just stepped 
out of the tenth century.

Congress Has Fantastic _ 
Predictions About Time 


To Be Spent on Tariff Bill 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 

Washington, June 19.—In the at- 
mosphere in which congress leaves 
Washington, there are fantastic pre- 
dictions, in both direetions, as to the 
time that will be spent on the tariff 
bill and ‘the date when it will be- 
come law. One group of prédictions 
says that through pressure from the 
country and by meapis of negotiations 
and compromises among leaders, the 
bill will be much simplified and will 
be quietly passed during October. 
The antithesis of that prediction says 
it will be Jate next spring before a 
new tariff law is in effect. 

The predictions are loose and ten- 
uous. here is, however, a series of 
dates which constitute the bones of 
the situation. 

From now until August 19 the bill 
will be in the hands of the senate 
finance committee for hearings and 
for writing the basis for the senate’s 
version of the bill. That will consti- 
tute the only action during these two 
months. The rest of the senate, and 
all the house, Will be away from 
Washington, at home or elsewhere. 

On August 19 the senate, and the 
senate only, will reassemble. Then 
will begin the talking about the bill 
by the senate and the voting on its 
many different schedules and items. 
The length Of that talking is the most 
indeterminate factor in the situation. 
The lower house has made an esti- 
mate that by some miracle of brevity 
the senate might be through with its 
talking by September 23. Consequent- 
ly, the house has fixed September 25 
as the official date for its return to 
Washington. 

Won't Be Through. 

But the house does not really be- 
lieve the senate will be through talk- 
ing by September 23. e members 
of the house have made a sort of ami- 
able understanding among themselves 
for a longer vacation. ‘The under- 
standing is that only a skeleton of the 
house need return in September, that 
the house will adjourn for three days 
at a time and that the actual date 
for the actual reassembling of the 
full house shall be October 14. That 
is the real date upon which it will 
first be possible to enact the tariff. 

October 14 is a ibility only, 
and a decidedly improbable possibility. 
On October 14 the senate may still 
be talking. Even if the senate 1s 
through talking the house will have 
at least some talking to do, though its 
loquacity is more restrained and more 
subject to rule than the senate’s. In 
any event, with the house having 
written one bill and the senate quite 
certainly a different bill, there must 
be a conference for compromise and 
an endeavor to merge the two ver- 
sions into a compromise one. That 
process will almost certainly take 


weeks. 
Time Consuming. 

A tug of war between senate and 
house can be very time-consuming. 
That was shown in the struggle over 
only one concrete detail, the deben- 
ture plan. in connection with the farm 
relief bill. In the tariff, the dif- 
ferences between the two houses will 
be many and the acrimony over them 
will be tense. This is the principal 
hasis for those who predict no tariff 
enactment until spring. é 

After October 14, the first date 
when the houses can even begin to 
consult each other, it is only seven 
weeks. to December December 
is the regular date for the opening 
of the regular long session of con- 
gress. December 2 could arrive with 
the tariff bill still unenacted. 

If the bill is thrown into the reg- 
ular session it will be affected with 
a different psychology. A ] many 
members of both parties for different 
motives want the tariff to be affected 
by the psychology of the regular ses- 
sion. to bring that about they may 
play for delay. During the regular 
sessions, all of the lower house and 
a third of the senate will be thinking 
of the renominations for another term 
that begin in some states as early as 


March. 
As to all of this. about all that 


other than time are as fluid as these 
dates are fixed. How these diverse 
elements will ultimately express them- 
selyes it would be futile at this time 
to suggest.

Except for the publication of the

crop of merger and dividend humors, 
the day’s news provided few develop- 
ments of market interest. Chief 
stress in commission house circles was 
laid on the easing of credit conditions 
and the influence of gold imports. 

Public utilities, as a group, gave 
the best demonstration of strength, 


‘although a few of the recent favorites 


fell back on profit-taking. The As- 


sociated Press indices of 50 leading 
industrials and 20 leading rails de- 
clined about 2 points each. : 

Brooklyn Union Gas was one of the 
spectacular features of today’s trad- 
ing, Soaring 15 points to a new high 
record at and retaining all 
but a few points of its gain. The 
risé was associated with reports of the 
issuance of valuable’ stock purchase 
“rights” or a merger with Consolo- 
dated Gas, the common _ stock of 
which also touched a new peak. Other 
public utilities to better their previous 
1929 high prices were American Pow- 
er & Light, Public Service of New 
Jersey, Louisville Gas & DBlectric, 
Federal Light & Traction and Stand- 
ard Gas & Electrie. 

Steels turned sluggish despite the 
favorable trade reports and fresh sell- 
ing also developed in the 
shares. Some of the liquidation in 
the oils was influenced by _predic- 
tions that an effective national. oil 
curtailing agreement was unlikely be- 
fore 1931 

New highs for the year were estab- 
lished by air reduction, Allis Chalm- 
ers, Continental Baking A., Interna- 
tional Business Machines, Newport 
Co., Timken Roller Bearing and Un- 
derwood HElliott Fisher. A few ob- 
scure issues, such as City Ice & Fuel, 
Fifth Avenue Bus, Minneapolis Mo- 
line Plow preferred, Penn-Dixie (e- 
ment and Elkhorn Coal preferred, 
sank to new low levels. 

Case Threshing Machine certificates 
broke 17 points on a couple of sales. 
General Electric converted an early 
gain of 3 points into a loss of 3 
points and Allied Chemical, Curtiss 
Aeroplane,. Goodyear Tire, Hayes 
Body, Otis Elevator and Commercial 
solvents closed with net declines of 
5 to nearly 8 points. 

The rise,in wheat was attributed 
to a better export demand and un- 
favorable weather forecasts for Okla- 
homa and Kansas. Corn advanced 
about half a cent a bushel on pre- 
dictions of rain. The sugar market 
displayed an easier undertone and 
considerable less activity than yester- 
day. Cotton ruled irregular with 
most changes unimportant. 

Sterling and Argentine exchanges 
stiffened slightly in reflection of gold 
exports. Except for a drop of 20 
points in Spanish pesetas, the other 
exchanges were quiet.

Montgomery, Ala., June 19.—(Spe- 


: |cial.)—The initial hop of the new 


:Seuthern Air Express line between 
Atlanta, Columbus and Montgomery 
will be made Monday. The first ship 
is scheduled to leave the Montgomery 
airport at 8:10 a. m., arrive in Colum- 
bus at 9:10 for a five-minute stop 
and reach Atlanta at 10:30. The 
‘plane will begin its return flight at 
4 p. m., arriving at Columbus for 
a five-minue stop at 5:15 and reach- 
ing here at 6:50. 

The flight will be the first of a 
tri-weekly schedule by the Montgom- 
ery School of Aeronautics, a subsid- 
iary of the Southern Air Express. 
Tentative plans call for the round 
trips to be made on Mondays, Wed- 
nesdays and Fridays. Later officials 
of the company expect to adopt a daily 
schedule. 

IL. G. Mason, manager of the school, 
declared that “comfort” will be a by- 
word of the line. Announcement was 
made that three types of airplanes 
have been obtained for the service, in- 
cluding a Mahoney-Ryan brougham 


monoplane for six passengers, a Stin- 
son-Detroiter cabin plane for five and 
several open-cockpit American Eagle 
biplanes, having a capacity of two 
passengers. 

All ships are equipped with radial 
air-cooled motors. They are licensed 
according to department of commerce 
requirements and’ manned by licensed 
transport pilots of years’ experience. 

The outstanding ship of the line, 
the Mahoney-Ryan monoplane for six, 
will make the initial flight. The ship 
has such features as wide sedan type 
doors and thick insulated walls. The 
windows are recessed for effect and 
the interior trim is of polished mahog- 
any, matching the instrument board. 
Cigaret and vanity cases are provided 
and the glass is of the non-shatterable 
type. Two deep cushioned seats offer 
possibilities of a quiet nap. 

The line will be open to passengers 
and freight. ‘Tentative rates for sin- 
gle Montgomery-Atlanta flight is $25, 
or $40 for a round trip. The Mont- 
gomery-Columbus or Atlanta-Colum- 
bus single flight is $15, or $25 for 
round trip. Freight will be carried 
at 30 cents a pound. 

The landing fields are the Moent- 
gomery airport, the Columbus airport 
and Candler field, Atlanta. 

The present purpose of the line, ac- 
cording to Mr. Mason, is to give citi- 
zens of Montgomery and Columbus 
the opportunity to attend business

NO MOVE AT CAPITAL 
ON DISARMAMENT 


Washington, June 19.—(4)—The 
apparently international approval of 
the sentiments expressed in London by 
Ambassador Dawes found additional 
reflection in official circles today, but 
the subsequent intimations from 
abroad that the next disarmament 
move was expected here lacked re- 
sponses of any sort. 

So far as the immediate plans of 
the United States are concerned, the 
next development will be the deposit 
by one of the powers interested in the 
preparatory disarmament commission 
of a formula based on’ the so-called 
“yardstick” theory proposed at ihe 
last session by Ambassador Gibson. 
After several other nations have filed 
their formulae, the United States will 
deposit withthe league preparatory 
commission the formula which is now 
being prepared by American naval ex- 
perts. 

Under the “yardstick” method, cer- 
tain factors in naval strength such as 
tonnage, armaments, age and speed 
each would be accorded proportional 
importance—and the nations’ navies 


would be evaluated by that one meas: | 


urement system. 

Foreign approbation of the Dawes 
speech was welcomed by high admin- 
istration groups and the seeming ac- 
cord between the American and Brit- 
ish viewpoints on the naval question 
also evoked favorable senate comment 
from Senator McKellar, democrat, 
Tennessee. His reference was espe- 
cially to the conversation between 
Dawes and Prime Minister MacDon- 
ald last Saturday at Forres. 

At present, it was emphasized in 
official .circles, there is nothing in the 
mind of the American government or, 
so far as is known, in the mind of 
any other naval power to call any 
naval conference separate and distinct 
from that which wil! follow the work 
of the league preparatory commission. 
It is the purpose of the United States, 
it was said, that all of the interested 
naval powers be participants of the 
next conference and the machinery for 
such a conference is already set up in 
connection with the league preparatory 
conference.

What Score Will Win at Winged Foot? 


Back in 1916 Chick Evans won the open at Minikahda with. the 
count of 286 for 72 holes. That figure has never been touched. Gene 
Sarazen had 288 at Skokie in 1922, and Jim Barnes had 289 at Columbia 
in 1921. 

The courses have been made harder and the scores have been higher 
ever since. Bobby Jones and Bobby Cruickshank tied at 296 at Inwood 
Walker won at Oakland Hills, with 297. 

Jones and Macfarlane tied’at Worcester, with 292. Jones won at 
Scioto, with 295. Armour and Cooper tied at Oakmiont in 1927, with 
301. Jones and Farrell tied at Olympia Fields last June, with 294. Par is 
hard to beat at Winged Foot, for the par four holes are nearly all long 
and well guarded and the par three holes are difficult threes, where three 
of the four one-shotters are well over 200 yards. 

Also there will be so many second shots caught in the green-guard- 
ing traps that flank either side that practically every card will have a 
number of 5s, where 4s are the correct figure. 

A 74 at Winged Foot is nothing to upset any golfer in the field. It 
is first-class scoring from the back tees. Four 74s will produce 296.

The Human Limit. 


Charley Paddock said a little while ago that he always believed he 
could have run 100 in 9 2-5, and possibly faster, if he had been willing 
to gamble on his legs. 

| asked him what he meant by that. 

“The legs can carry only so much strain and pressure,” he said. 
“Few men dare put on full pressure for the entire route. When I fin- 
ished a fast 100 I could feel the muscles in my legs jumping ahd 1 knew 
they had been close to the limit. Yet I put them under full pressure for 
only part of the way. I also was afraid of wrenching a muscle or a 
tendon, and so ending my running career. One has to start smoothly 
and work up to his full speed. If I had ever tried to put on full speed 
from the jump | might have broken all records, and 1 might also have 
ruined my legs, without being able to finish. I don’t believe many can 
understand the killing strain put on every leg muscle in running the 100 
around 9 3-5. Nerves and muscles are often jumping and jerking for 
minutes after the race is over.” 

Simpson proved this statement when he ran the 100 in 9 2-5 re- 
cently. Apparently the strain did not tell until the next race, but it was 
the pressure of his record-breaking rush that undermined his underpin- 
ning. He had gone just a step beyond the human limit, as it applied to 
his own case. The same thing happened to him a year ago. It also hap- 
pened to Charley Borah. The speed was there, but the legs could not 
carry this speed the full distance.

Draws Condemnation 
in Letter. 


Opposition to the increase in 
park fees ‘and hope that. the 
park board will rescind its ac- 
tion in raising the fees were ex- 
pressed Wednesday by Mayor 
|. N. Ragsdale in a letter to R. 
G. Parks, secretary and treas- 
urer of the Municipal Golfers’ 
Association. & 

“IT have expressed myself all along 
as being opposed to special privileges, 
I believe that all citizens should be 
treated in the same manner,” Mayor 
Ragsdale said in registering disappro- 
val of the permits which “have been 
given by the department to, certain 
people in our city.” 

Mayor Ragsdale said he does not 
believe that free admission permits 
should be given to any one citizen 
unless every citizen should be given 
the same privileges, as he does not be- 
lieve in discrimination. The mayor's 
letter was written in answer to a com- 
munication from Mr. Parks, as is as 


follows: 
The Letter. 


“T regret exceedingly that anything 
has come up that has brought criti- 
cism to the operation of the city 
parks. As you doubtless know, the 
city attorney has ruled that the park 
department has exclusive powers to 
operate the parks, and that the mayor 
has nothing to do with any rules that 
the park department should make. 

“I will say, however, that I dis- 
approve of the permits which have 
been given by the department to cer- 
tain people in our city, and I do not 
believe that permits should be given 
to any one citizen unless every citizen 
should be given the same privileges. 

“I have no idea how many people 
in Atlanta have been allowed the spe- 
cial privileges, but I have sought to 
discourage it all along, for I do not 
believe in discrimination. There 
might possibly be an exception occa- 
sionally, but in very few instances. 
} Pony Passes. 

“Some time ago my attention was 
called to certain people having per- 
mits to ride the ponies in the parks. 


As I had possibly more to do with 
bringing the pomies to the parks than 
any other one person, I made investi- 
gation and found this to be true. 
found that certain children would have 
permits and would be _ riding’ the 
ponies, while other children would be 
standing waiting, ready to pay their 
money, for the same privilege. 

“T took up the matter with Mr. 
Wallis and John A. White and had 
this practice discontinued. No one 
rides the ponies now without paying, 
with the exception of some children 
at the orphanages whom I think 
should be allowed. this privilege. 

“I have expressed myself all along 
as being opposed to special privileges.

Powers promised him $1,000 to kill 
Parks, was sentenced Tuesday morn- 
ing to die in the electric chair on Au- 
gust 14. Motion for a new trial, 
which probably will delay the execu- 
tion, has been filed, 

Mrs. Powers is scheduled for trial 
next Monday.. Since her confinement 
in the Bibb county jail she has com- 
plained of high blood pressure and 
numerous other ailments, which, her 
attorney has said. will render her un- 
able to stand trial. On that ground, 
the attorney, E. W. Maynard, is ex- 
pected to seek an indefinite continue 
ance of the trial.

Dr. O. C. Gibson county physician, 
Phas seen Mrs. Powers in his rounds 
daily, and réports‘that he finds noth- 
ing wrong. To make sure, he said, 
he called in Dr. Harry Moses. physi- 
cian and surgeon, to exantine the aged 
woman. 

“She’s in perfect health for a wom- 
an of her age,” Dr. Moses reported. 
“IT find nothing wrong. ‘There is no 
reason in the world why she cannot 
stand trial next Monday.” | 

Mrs. Powers claims to have high 
blood pressure, Dr. Moses said. 

“Her blood pressure is as near nor- 
mal as it can be,” he added. 

Dr. Gibson said today it had been 
reported to him that Mrs. Powers had 
been seen “playing off” when she hears 
anyone coming to her cell, “she runs 
to her bunk and throws a cold towel 
over her forehead.”

the heat dave drew to a close. 

Millions in the metropolitan area, 
ah over New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
western New York and inland New 
England, got little comfort out of the 
uews that it was cooler Wednesday 
in Boston except from telling each 
other that ‘“‘when Boston cools off, the 
whole east will cool off.” 

Meanwhile, although Boston and 
Portland, Maine, were several degrees 
cooler Wednesday than Tuesday, and 
getting cooler all the time, schools 
were closed in Springfield and Law- 
rence, Mass., because the mercury had 
shot up above 90 at noon. 

For New York and surrounding ter- 
ritory relief was promised late Wed- 
nesday, with thunder storms, and the 
prediction reads: “Somewhat. cooler 
tomorrow (Thursday).” 

But through the day the tempera- 
ture kept pace with that of Tuesday. 
when in New York city it mounted 
to 93 and broke all records for June 
weather. At 4 p. m. Wednesday the 
temperature in New York city was 
02, only 1 degree lower than Tuesday 
at the same hour and higher than it 
had been on any June 19 since 1873. 

Heat prostrations increased through- 
out the east, and Newark, N. J., faced 
still another problem. Excessive use 
of water in the last week had brought 
the reservoirs to a low mark, and 
emergency steps had to be taken to 
conserve the water supply. Firemen 
were instructed’ not to turn on the 
hose any more to cool off youngsters 
in the streets.
